Recovery of Frozen Woman 


'Astounding/ Physicians Say 


CHICAGO, Feb. IO— (PP)—Chicago’s “ frozen woman” is making 
an astounding recovery,” a physician said today, in a case that is 
making medical history. 


The woman, Mrs. Dorothy Mac Stevens, a 23-year-old Negro, ap­ 
peared gaining today—two days after she was brought to Michael 
Reese Hospital with a temperature of 64 degrees, the lowest in the 
history of medicine. She was found frozen stiff in a south side pass­ 
ageway. Medical records .show no human with a temperature that low 
ever survived. 


Medical authorities had expressed little hope for her recovery 
and said that if she survived her limbs and arms might have to be 
amputated. 


But Dr. Harold Laufman, staff surgeon, said “ it appears now 
that Mrs. Stevens w ill keep her limbs. Even now she is able to move 
all her fingers and toes individually and collectively. She w ill shed 
skin, however, but that can be restored through skin graft. She has 
made an astounding recovery.” 


Her temperature today remained at about IOO degrees, as against 
the 98.6 normal, the same as yesterday. She was conscious and al­ 
though she was reported “ resting well,” her condition remained criti­ 
cal, a hospital spokesman said.

“T he fact that there is a lim it 
to the total crop acreage w h ich is 
availab le m eans that production 
guides m ust be planned w ithin a 
balanced sch ed u le.
